Yefterday, was determined before the Court of Seffion, a 
caufe of very confiderable importance in point of law, as well 
as in refpeét of property. ‘That our readers may be enabled to 
underftand the nature» and tendency of the aétion, it will be 
neceflary for us to give a fhort hiltory of its rife and progrefs. 

In the-year 2739) John Leflie of Findraflie died, leaving. 
five fons, Alexander, John, Robert, Abraham, and Charles, 
John the father appears to have been. anxious to preferve an’ 
eltate, which had long been in his family ; and, for that pur- 
pofe, executed a deed of entail, together with bonds of provi- 
fion in favour of the younger children. Thefe deeds were 
both challenged, and the tailzie fet afide, which had the effect 
of producing no {mall difagreement between Alexander, the 
elde(t fon, his mothér, and four younger brothers. 

Upon John Leflic’s death, he was fucceeded by his fon A- 
lexander, who, in the 1744, married Jean Chifholm, widow 
of John Mackenzie.fhipmafter in Cromarty, by whom fhe had 
three ‘daughters, Alicia Mackenzie being the eldeft. Jear 
Chifholm, the wife of “Alexander Leflie, lived with him cill 

1754, when the died, leaving two fons of her fecond marriage, 
John and William. William, the ficond fon, died fome time 
after his mother. : : 

Mifs Alicia Mackenzjey upon her mother’s death, became 
Shoufe-keeper to her father-in-law Mr Leflie, and continued in 
that character down till his death, which happened in January 

783. 
pra the 16th of O&ober 1776, Mr Leflie executed two 
deeds in favour of Mifs Mackenzie. By the firlt, he gave and 
difponed to her all his moveables, of whatever defcription, 
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which might rtain and‘bebng to him, and be in his poffeflion 
at the time of his death,’ free from, and difburdened of all his 
debts. the fecond deed, ‘he’ obliges his heirs to make pay- 
ment to Gs Mackenzie of the fam of 4000 |. Sterling, which 
is declared to bear intereft from the term of Whitfunday 1466, 
and thereafter till payment “Ln tonfequence of thefe deeds, 
Mifs Mackenzie was conftmed éxecutrix to Mr Leflie, and 
took infeftment the heritable bond, which the afterwards 
conveyed to Mr Portiee'ibectiane in Lyendon, who is married 
to'one of her Gitersf amd who was alfo infeft upon it on the 
25th of March 1783, >! 0 » 

Soon after this, an aftion was brought in the names of Dr 
Abraham Leflie and Mr Charles Leflic, the only furviving 
brothers of Mr Alexander Leflie of Findraflie, for fetving 
afide thefe deeds, in which Mifs Mackenzie and Mr Forbes 
were called’ as defenders, . 

After a variay of procedure, unneceflary here to be men- 
tioned, a very long proof, was taken, and reported to the Court, 
upon which memorials were ordered for the parties, and after- 
wards a hearing in prefence, which took up the greate(t part 
of laft as well as this week. The points chiefly infifted upon 
by the purfuers were, that the deeds under challenge had been 
impetrated from Mr Leflie by Mifs Mackenzie, or others in 
her name, by fraed and circumvention, and through the weak- 
nefs and facility of Mr Leflie, and the undue influence which 
fhe had over him ; and that they were moft irrational and un- 
jut in themfelves. Another ground upon which they laid 
great ftrefs, was, that if.actual inceft had not taken place be- 
tween the father-indaw gnd daughter-in-law, yet fuch inde- 
cent and unbeggrs=z-' itics Bad been catried ‘on betw 
oe likewife conténded; that harftindts binbly, fufpicious. 

ifed upon Mr Leffie’s oily fon, John, who was alive at the 

time the deeds were exéemed, and who, from the bad treat- 
ment he received, was induced to enlift as a ccwmmon foldier, 
in which capacity he wentto America, and died there about 
the 1768, was convincing proof of Mifs Mackenzie’s having 
the entire and abfolute afctndency over Mr Leflie; and that 
fhe could make him do afiy thing the pleafed, after having the 
power of ftifling ‘in him every heling of humanity, and the 
natural affection of a towards an only fon, who was ap- 
patent heir of an ancient family. 

Ie was contended om-the part of the defenders, that Mr Lef- 
lie was fo far from being veak and facile, that, on the contra- 
ry, he was a fenfible maa, and very alert in managing his own 
affairs : ‘That there was no tailzie upon his eftate, confequent- 
ly he could leave it to wiom he ‘pleafed; and it was well 
known, that, on account of the difagreement which had long 
fubfifted beeween ‘him nod his/brotheres; he would have chofe 
rather any body fhould have got it than they: ‘I’hat Mifs Mac- 
kenzie had been his nurfe for many years, and he naturally 
thought fhe was juftly entitled to a fuitable provifion. As to 
the harfhnefs cruelty complained of, as inflifted upon John, 
it was alledged, that he was not many degrees removed from 
an idiot ; and that he had got fuch a habit of wandering about 
through the country like a common beggar, that it became ab- 
folutely neceflary to ufe fome feverity to keep him*at home, 
which it was acknowledged, however, had rather been carried 
to excefs, from the fiery and ungovernable temper of his fifter- 
in-law. The accufation of inceft they confidered as a moft 
unwarrantable attack upon the character of Mifs Mackenzie, 
and contended, that as it was a crime cognizable only by the 
criminal Court, it smift firft be difcufled there, before it 
could be made a part in the civil ation, to the effeét of redu- 
cing the deeds ia queftion, -efpecialty wheu carried the tengch 
pleaded for. by the other party, that the deeds can liave no force 
or effect whatever, as being granted ob furpem caufam. ° 
The Court took up this as‘a preliminary point in their deli- 
berations of yelterday. Several of their
